The Federation's 24-member e

board of directors gave its en-
dorsement to Mrs. Younger as
one of its first acts at the 24th
annual convention at the Pa-
lace Hotel in S8an Francisco last
week-end. Among the 1000 dele-
gates from local units attend-
ing the meet were Mrs, Virgi-
nia Beck, president, and Miss
Molly Marshall, first vice-presi-
dent, of the Torrance BPW.
The grass roots opinion is be-
ing sought in a hasty mail poll
of the membership, and if it
is favorable the strength of the
Federation’s 274 local units will
be behind Mrs. Younger in her
efforts to defeat Senator Jack

George' bill for equal rights),
The convention responded fa-
vorably to a request from Gov-
ernor Goodwin Knight that it
oppose transfer of the shipping
of the Military Sea Transport
Service from San Francisco to
Seattle, deploring loss of reve-
nue to San Francisco ports.

The governor-sponsored move
tied in with the Federation's
support of a state constitutional
amendment to maintain tax pro-
tection of California-registered
vessels 8o that California ship-

ping shall not be diverted to
ports of other states.
Miss Hazel Palmer, first vice-

president of the National Feder-
ation of Business and Profes-
sional Women’s Clubs, was the
national organization's répresen-
tative to the California concla-
\ve. Miss Palmer, principal speak-
er at a “Gay 90's Banquet,”
discussed “The Challenge of a
New Era.”
“The necessity for the services
of women in the civic, politi-
cal, and economic life of this
country is now a forcgone con-
clusion,” Miss Palmer said.
“When we realize that almost
20 million women are gainful-
ly employed in this country and
that 46 per cent of them have
dependents, with over five mil-
lion families depending upon
more than onehalf of the fam-
ily support coming from earn-
ings of the woman in their
home, we know that it is unjust
